Practical Advice for the Ghristian 


fing “In all things showing thyself 
a pattern of good works,” Titus 2:7. 


Beloved, for quite a while this brief 
message has been on my heart. Some- 
times I fear we do not make our sermons 
and instructions practical for the masses 
of people. Quite often we preach above 
the heads of the congregation and then 
our message is of little value to them. 
Webster says a pattern means a sample, 
model, to be copied. Now this advice was 
given by Paul to Titus, a young preacher, 
but applies to each of us as Christians. 
Let us notice a few outstanding features 
in the life of a Christian. 


RESPONSIBILITY OF BEING A 
CHRISTIAN 


“Behold, what manner of love the 
Father hath bestowed upon us, that we 
should be called the sons of God: there- 
fore the world knoweth us not, because 
it knew him not. Beloved, now are we 
the sons of God, and it doth not yet ap- 
pear what we shall be: but we know that, 
when he shall appear, we shall be like 
him; for we shall see him as he is,” 1 
John 3:1, 2. Again we hear Paul in 2 
Tim. 1:9, “Who hath saved us, and called 
us with an holy calling, not according to 
our own works, but according to his own 
purpose.” Not for what we have done 
but according to His purpose, called with 
a holy calling. There is quite a responsi- 
bility resting upon us as Christians, then 
we should be very careful in our every- 
day life. “But as he which has called you 
is holy, so be ye holy in all manner of 
conversation,” 1 Peter 1:15. Again, ‘‘See- 
ing then all these things shall be dis- 
solved, what manner of persons ought ye 
to be in all holy conversation and godli- 
ness. Looking for and hasting unto the 
coming of the day of God, wherein the 
heavens being on fire shall be dissolved, 
and the elements shall melt with fervent 
heat?” 2 Peter 3:11, 12. Now this is not 
my opinion or some one else’s, but this 
is what the Bible says about it, To sit 
around and listen to the conversation of 
some of our so-called Christians—vwell, 
it’s quite different from the advice given 
by the Apostle Peter. One can hardly tell 
them from the world. Remember we 
should in our conversation be a pattern. 


“Be ye therefore followers of God as 
dear children,” Eph.'5:1. I wonder if we 
follow Paul’s advice along this line. Too 
many people have preacher religion. 
Many people are not following God in 
this day, but too many are depending on 
what the preacher says and fail to read 
the Bible for themselves. Remember we

Church of God people hold the highest 
standard of any people in the world, and 
God help us never to compromise or low- 
er the standard but may we continue to 
hold it high and never fail. In the 
Church of God are to be found the best 
people of all the earth “for thou art an 
holy people unto the Lord thy God: the 
Lord thy God hath chosen thee to be a 
special people unto himself, above all 
people that are upon the face of the 
earth. The Lord did not set His love 
upon you, nor choose you, because you 
are more in number than any people; for 
ye were the fewest of all people,” Deut. 
7:6, 7. Remember beloved, in all things 
we are to shew ourselves as a pattern. We 
are a model for other people, a sample, 
and we must not fail. Listen to Paul in 
1 Cor. 4:9, “For I think that God hath 
set forth us the apostles last, as it were 
appointed to death: for we are made a 
spectacle unto the world, and to angels, 
and to men.” The writer of Heb. 10:33 
said, ““Ye were made a gazing stock both 
by reproaches and afflictions.” Now let 
us prove ourselves a pattern in this also. 


OUR DUTY TO EACH OTHER 


Our first duty as Christians is that 
of love. Jesus said, “By this shall all men 
know that ye are my disciples, if ye have 
love one to another,” John 13:35. The 
world is disgusted with the professed 
Christian of today, because of tne back- 
biting, envy, strife, and malice, that ex- 
ists among the so-called Christians. They 
are looking for some one to prove their 
love for each other and we as the Church 
of God must lead the way and let our 
light so shine before men that they may 
see our good works and glorify our 
Father which is in heaven. Matt. 5:16. 
Unless we can prove to the world that 
we have something better than they, we 
can never expect them to accept the plan 
of salvation. If we as Church of God 
people would love each other as we should 
and es the Bible teaches, we would soon 
circle the globe with this glad message of 
salvation and thousands would accept it. 
Jesus said, ‘This is my commandment, 
That ye love one another, as I have loved 
you,” John 15:12. Again He says, “If ye 
love me, keep my commandments,” John 
14:15. And then, ‘‘He that saith, I know 
him, and keepeth not his commandments, 
is a liar, and the truth is not in him,” 
1 John 2:4. Beloved, let us be an example 
to the world in love. 

Now please follow carefully. “More- 
over if thy brother shall trespass against 
thee, go and tell him his fault between 
thee and him alone: if he shall hear thee, 


thou hast gained thy brother. But if he 
will not hear thee, then take with thee 
one or two more, that in the mouth of 
two or three witnesses every word may 
be established. And if he neglect to hear 
them, tell it to the church: but if he 
neglect to hear the church, let him be 
unto thee as an heathen man and a pub- 
lican,” Matt. 18:15-17. Now, beloved, 
this is the Bible plan to deal with an err- 
ing brother or sister, but many, and even 
some of our people, even preachers, have 
a different method. They tell everybody 
about how Brother or Sister So and So 
does, and the poor man or woman is 
wounded and driven from God. Even 
some of our preachers tell the world how 
some church member is livirig and how 
he is going to handle him, without try- 
ing to help the poor fellow who needs 
help and our prayers. ““Woe be unto the 
pastors that destroy and scatter the 
sheep of my pasture! saith the Lord. 
Therefore thus saith the Lord God of Is- 
rael against the pastors that feed my peo- 
ple; Ye have scattered my flock, and 
driven away, and have not visited them: 
behold, I will visit upon you the evil of 


your doings, saith the Lord,” Jer. 23:1, 
2. If we would be more careful and 
prayerful we would have less church 


trouble, Let us remember when dealing 
with some one that we ourselves might 
need help. May God help us along these 
lines. Be a pattern. “Be ye kind one to 
another, tenderhearted, forgiving one an- ° 
other, even as God for Christ’s sake hath 
forgiven you,” Eph. 4:32. Let us follow 
Paul’s advice to the Ephesians by treat- 
ing the other fellow as we wish to be 
treated, 


OUR DUTY TO GOD AND THE 
CHURCH 


“Not forsaking the assembling of our- 
selves together, as the manner of some is; 
but exhorting one another: so much the 
more, as ye see the day approaching,” 
Heb. 10:25. It is the duty of us as Chris- 
tians and members of the Church of God 
to be prompt to attend church and Sun- 
day School regularly.

These are they who speed up and 
down and overrule our own world of 
tribulation. These are they whose blessed 
ministry all the saints celebrate with the 
psalmist who said that it had been very 
good for him to be afflicted. These are 
they whose ministry of trial and tribula- 
tion did so much for Job and for Jonah 
in the Old Testament, as well as for our 
Lord Himself and for all His apostles in 
the New Testament, “Hurt not the 
earth,” said the angel from the east, “till 
we (the angels of providence and of 
grace) have sealed the servants of our 
God in their foreheads.” 

(4) But “the seal of the living God,” 
just what is that? What is it but (so to 
speak) the Royal Signet ring of Heaven? 
That seal has been worn on the arm of 
the King Eternal, Immortal and Invisible 
ever since that day when the only wise 
God, to whom be honor, and glory for 
ever and ever, first chose a people for 
Himself. He set it then as a seal upon his 
heart till all His covenant people should 
be gathered in and brought home in holi- 
ness and in love. That seal bears on its 
face an image that no earthly artificer 
can counterfeit, for its secret device is 
the perfect image and likeness of Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God, and its signa- 
ture is the new covenant name of the 
Father Himself, And that the ascending 
angel has that seal in his hand shows us 
what an angel he is, how much he is 
trusted, what a rank he holds, and on 
what an errand he is sent out. It shows 
also the surpassing grace that comes to 
that servant of God on whose forehead 
this angel sets this seal, for when set on 
any man’s forehead it certifies to heaven, 
earth, and hell whose that man hence- 
forth is. “He is mine,” says Almighty 
God before heaven, earth, death, and 
hell. “I have called him with an everlast- 
ing love. I have called him. I have justi- 
fied him. I have sanctified him and I 





have filled him with the Holy Ghost. He 


is mine. He is mine. He is mine.” 


Please look at John 14:16, 17. “And 
I will pray the Father and he shall give 
you another comforter, that he may 
abide with you forever; even the spirit of 
truth whom the world cannot receive be- 
cause it seeth him not, neither knoweth 
him, but you know him; for he dwelleth 
with you and shall be in you.” Eph. 4: 
30, “Grieve not the holy spirit of God, 
whereby ye are sealed unto the day of 
redemption.” Now the Holy Ghest or the 
Holy Spirit is in our hearts but when we 
cross over death’s river (Jordan) we have 
no need of a heart, so instead of the Holy 
Ghost in our hearts, then as Revelation 
says, it will be on our forehead. Jesus will 
be there at the water’s edge to receive 
His own, Oh, glory! What a happy time 
that will be. (When my life becomes a 
burden and I’m nearing chilly Jordan, O 
thou Lily of the Valley, stand by me.) 
And the setting of this seal on the fore- 
head of a saint of God on earth is the last, 
the last and the supreme, act of divine 
grace upon that saint till grace rises 
above itself and becomes glory. 


(1) Now there are some secret legends 
graven on and suspended from the great 
seal of the King of Glory, secret legends 
that we should all have transcribed upon 
our hearts. Dear in God’s sight is the 
death of His saints, is one of those leg- 
ends. That fine legend is to be read in 
letters of deepest gold on that seal. Yes, 
dear to God is that day, because He 
knows all that that day is and is to be 
to Him and to His saints. And that day 
is dreadful and not dear to us just be- 
cause we are still on the earth and not in 
heaven with John, for that day, like ev- 
ery day, has two sides, an earthly side 
and a heavenly side. The day of the death 
of one of God’s saints is only called death 
on earth, for it is the day of their final 
deliverance. It is the first day of their 
deathless life in heaven. It is the day of 
their full coronztion. The last touch the 
sealing angel puts to a saint’s forehead on 
earth may be put on amid storm and 
tempest and a great darkness. It often is, 
it always is, that the angel with the seal 
descends to perfect his work on the 
wings of the storm wind, and that wind, 
as if to deliver its last blow to that 
saint’s awakening, and to the sorrow that 
has been his salvation, makes all things 
rock and reel beneath him and around 
him on the day of his death as never be- 
fore, but that is just because this is the

o Nery one sign of the returning home 
of the Jews is to let us know that 
Jseus will soon return for His people. The 
sign of the Jews is the last one that will 
be given. They are returning to Palestine 
at the rate of approximately 3,000 a 
month, some months 3,500. 


The present Jewish population is near- 
ly 200,000, or approximately one-sixth 
of the whole. 


With unmitigated zeal these Jews have 
been transforming the land. Palestine is 
the most rapidly changing country in the 
near East. Missionaries from there, as you 
know, state that it is being modernized. 
There is a remarkable industrial develop- 
ment. The antiquated methods of agri- 
culture are being exchanged for those of 
western efficiency. Unproductive land 
has been reclaimed. Cities are being im- 
proved and enlarged. Modern methods of 
communication and transportation are 
being widely used. It is indisputable that 
the credit for most of this development 
is due the Jewish people. They have the 
wealth, ability and the initiative to un- 
dertake such a task. 

In the acquisition of land for agricul- 
tural purposes they have bought great 
tracts, much more than the Miami rush 
in ’25 and ’26, much of which is the 
very best in the country. The total land 
owned by the Jews is over half a million 
acres. 


There is much resistance to Jewish ag- 
gression on the part of the Arab politi- 
cians. The economic situation in Palestine 
is slow but, I believe, surely passing in- 
to Jewish control. They have established 
banks and loan companies, and have mo- 
nopolized certain lines of merchandise. 
One public utility—the production and 
supply of electric current—is almost en- 
tirely in the Jewish hands. The profes- 
sions of medicine, dentistry, and law are 
overcrowded through the influx of the 
Jews; the same in engineering and tech- 
nical lines. 

As we all know, the country is not yet 
governed by the Jews, although many of 
them do occupy important posts in the 
Palestine government. We know the land 
is governed by the British whose admin- 
istration of Palestine is, no doubt, in- 
fluenced by the Jews. The Jew return- 
ing home is interesting. This is the last 
sign of the coming of Jesus, They are re- 
turning home to confirm the covenant 
with Antichrist. He will be cast out of 
his grave like an abominable branch 
(Isaiah 13:18-19; Rev. 6:1; 13:5-18; 14: 
8), the beast that was before John’s day

and was not living at John the divine’s 
day, A. D. 96, but was in the bottom- 
less pit at that day, and is there right 
now, but shall ascend up out of the pit, 
at the coming of Jesus for His Church, 
and go into perdition. O God, help all of 
us to be able to enter the chambers, and 
shut the doors about us, and hide us for 
a week (seven years), as it were for a 
little moment, until the dark night and 
its indignation be overpast. Think about 
the Lord coming out of His place to 
punish the inhabitants of the earth for 
their iniquity. The earth shall disclose 
her blood, and shall no more cover her 
slain. Isaiah 27:20, 21. 


Can you see the destroyer of the poor 
Gentiles almost on his way? The land is 
desolate but not to what it will be when 
the man of sin comes forth from _ his 
place. 

The question is often asked who this 
man is. I believe, in my weak way of 
thinking, it could be no other but Anti- 
ochus Epiphanes. We find he became king 
of Syria in 175 B. C. He was determined 
not only on the complete subjugation of 
Palestine, but on rooting out Jewish faith 
and practice and making the Greek cult 
paramount throughout his empire. He 
captured Jerusalem and _ proceeded to 
desecrate the sacred places. An altar to 
the Greek deity, Zeus, was set up in the 
Temple; swine were offered, as we all 
know, in sacrifice, and their blood was 
sprinkled on the holy place. 


To make the work complete, all the 
copies of the law that could be found 
were burned. He also demanded that the 
Jewish priests should take part in the 
desecration by offering sacrifice to Zeus. 
He profaned the Temple and terribly per- 
secuted the Jews. I can’t remember the 
number just now, but many Jews lost 
their lives in and around the temple by 
Antiochus Epiphanes’ army of Syria. 


I believe he will dominate the earth 
during the great tribulation. So we sce 
the poor Jew is returning for his per- 
secution at the midst of the week. Dan. 
9:27; Rev. 6:4; Rev. 19:20; Dan. 7:8; 
Rev. 7:14, 15,

Nena “Let this mind be in you, which 
was also in Christ Jesus: Who, being 
in the form of God, thought it not rob- 
bery to be equal with God: But made 
himself of no reputation, and took upon 
him the form of a servant, and was made 
in the likeness of men: And being found 
in fashion as a man, he humbled himself, 
and became obedient unto death, even 
the death of the cross.” Phil. 2:5-8. 

From the reading of the above verses, 
we are found to acknowledge that Jesus 
was a missionary indeed. As my mind 
travels over this vast earth on which we 
live, I behold in my imagination the 
seething masses of humanity burdened 
with the hand of depression, many of 
them staring starvation in the face.

last time the sealing angel is to descend 
on that saint’s house; this is the last serv- 
ice also of those four angels to this saint 
till they return to the throne to give in 
their account, and thus it is that while 
we are wringing our hands and are charg- 
ing God and His guardian angels fool- 
ishly, He is saying to those same angels, 
“Well done,” and to His saints, ““Come 
up higher, ye blessed.” Yes, dear in God’s 
sight is every day of His saints, but dear 
above all other days is the day of their 
last sealing on earth, and their abundant 
entrance, and their unblemished _ presen- 
tation before His throne in heaven. 

“He shall give his angels charge over 
thee, to keep thee in all thy ways.” That 
is also graven on the divine seal, and from 
thence is written on the heart of every 
much-experienced saint of God, yes, as- 
suredly, each several saint of God as he 
goes on in his life of Holy Ghost experi- 
ence until he comes to accumulate many 
such records of special providences, mi-

Holy Ghost, Holy Ghost, sealed and ac- 
cepted, Holy Ghost, sweetest words, most 
blessed of hopes, O blessed will of God 
with me; and blessed angels, both of 
providence and of grace, who have had 
even a ministering hand in such a Holy 
Ghost experience as mine shall be but 
blessed far above all speech on earth and 
above all song in heaven, that sinner, 
that saint, that servant of God, on whose 
Holy Ghost and sealing the will of God 
has been from all eternity set.

chased with his own blood,” Acts 20:28. 
Oh, how we should love and cherish the 
Church of God. Jesus bought it with His 
own blood and I am sure it must be very 
valuable to every true honest-hearted 
Christian. 

Now, beloved, in the fear of God I 
continue to write a few things concern- 
ing God and His church and our duty 
to them. I say in the beginning, with 
Job, “Suffer me that I may speak; and 
after I have spoken, mock on,” Job. 21: 
3. It is our duty as ministers and laymen 
to pay our tithes and offerings as God’s 
Bible outlines. Mal. 3:8; Matt. 23:23; 1 
Cor, 16:2. This we must do if we ex- 
pect God’s richest blessings. But many 
honest-hearted people are driven away 
from church because of the money ques- 
tion. On every side churches are calling 
for money and some of our good minis- 
ters, God bless their dear hearts, talk 
about trusting God for their support but 
take offerings and mention money almost 
every time they preach. Shame it is. Say, 
if we are going to trust Him, ‘et us 
trust Him and quit begging for money 
and begin to beg God to save the un- 
saved and tell Him our needs. This He 
has promised (our needs) and not our 
wants. If we spend more time begging 
God to have mercy upon the lost and less 
time concerning money, much more 
could be accomplished anyway. If our 
preachers would quit skinning the peo- 
ple about money and begin to feed the 
flock as they are supposed to, they would 
support them. Jesus compared His chil- 
dren with sheep, and whoever heard of 
a shepherd who every time he went 
among his flock would begin — scolding 
and abusing them? No, never would he 
do that. He deals kindly with them and 
they will soon eat out of his hand. So it 
is with God’s sheep. If you will deal in 
the right manner they will help you, but 
if you scold them, call them robbers, etc., 
they will do as natural sheep. You will 
drive them away and will never be able 
to lead them or have much influence over 
them. Suppose we try loving our flocks 
and dealing with them in a kind manner 
and we can get along without saying so 
much about money. 

Listen to the Apostle Paul in Acts 20: 
33, 34, “I have coveted no man’s silver, 
or gold, or apparel. Yea, ye yourselves 
know, that these hands have ministered 
unto my necessities.” With his own hands 
he helped to support himself and yet 
some of our own preachers think them- 
selves above laboring with their hands, 
even boast of the fact. Remember the 
text, “In all things shewing thyself a 
pattern of good works,” Titus 2:7. May 
God bless each of you. 
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
